PROSPECTS’ EDUCATION 

Many landscape nurserymen are 
exasperated at their inability to sell 
plantings of what they consider ap- 
propriate size for new homes of the 
luxury class. The builders of such 
homes often include a minimum 
landscape planting in the contract 
with the owners. For this the nurs- 
eryman is allowed $500 or $600, and 
he may induce the owner to add a 
couple of hundred dollars more, but 
the carpeting alone in the house may 
cost $2,000 or $3,000 and the garage 
shelters two cars, each of which 
costs twice as much. 

The fact of the matter is that such 
homeowners are likely to be so igno- 
rant of gardening that they scarcely 
comprehend what the nurseryman is 
talking about. They do not know the 
names of the trees and shrubs he pro- 
poses to plant, and they are so un- 
familiar with their respective char- 
acters and shapes that even a plant- 
ing design holds little significance 
for them. 

In all probability the housewife has 
been poring over women’s and home 
magazines for months to obtain 
ideas and information on carpeting, 
draperies and other interior furnish- 
ings. She has studied and discussed 
these things, even if she has employed 
an interior decorator. 

In such a household a garden 
magazine is unknown and a book on 
plants and gardening is unseen. Per- 
haps the landscape nurseryman 
would have a better opportunity fon 
a satisfactory sale if one or the other 
were placed in the prospect's home as 
soon as the building contract 
signed. If the owner had the chance 
to leaf over the issues of a magazine 
devoted solely to gardening of 
which there are several excellent 
ones—during the months while con- 
struction was progressing, he or his 
wife might acquire enough acquaint- 
ance with things horticultural to ap-

PLANTING DESIGN 


In the haste to accommodate cus- 
tomers who desire planting about 
new homes, the average nurseryman 
seems to be paying less attention to 
the design of such properties than 
is warranted. Granted that there is 
not much scope for originality on 
small grounds, especially if there is 
a limited budget, yet just to place a 
few evergreens here and a few shrubs 
there leads to a later appearance of 
monotony, if not of ugliness. More 
than that, every such job is a deter- 
rent to further sales, for if the nurs- 
eryman does not take a real interest 
in the planting, the homeowner is 
not likely to feel any stimulation in 
that direction. He or she will accept 
it as like the new dining room rug, 
a necessary adornment of the prem- 
but worthy of no particular 
notice subsequently. 


When making an_ initial 
planting, a nurseryman has the op- 
portunity of fostering gardening as 
a new interest or even as a hobby on 
the part of the owner. Not onh 
should the plants be attractive, as 
most new plants are, but their ar- 
rangement should be pleasing. And 
the nurservman bet if he 
does not explain to a homeowne! 
just why the arrangement is pleas- 
ing; in other words, give him a first 
lesson in planting design that will 
awaken his active interest in this 
subject.

Periodically there is a reawaken- 
ing of interest in what is called land- 
scape art, but which is better termed 
planting design when small proper- 
ties are involved. The nurseryman 
should be among the last to let this 
interest slacken or slumber. He 
should, on the contrary, be keen to 
keep it alive, because gardening has 
not reached its best until it recog- 
nizes design in the garden itself and 
in the property of which the garden 
is a part. The current public interest 
in gardening needs stimulation to 
that end. 
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Noteworthy Plant Selections 


Many of our most useful plants 
originated through somatic and 
germinal mutation: from such out 
of character developments, horti- 
culturists have not only derived su- 
perior varieties of fruit, but also pro- 
vided many fine ornamental plants 
which greatly augment the supply of 
desirable trees and shrubs. Selected 
forms and varieties often provide 
plants which are ideal for use in 
many phases of landscape work 
where the species type would prove 
impractical. 

It has been said that, if one looks 
long enough and far enough, a 
pendulous, fastigiate and dwarf form 
of almost every species might be 
found, as well as many foliage, flow- 
er and fruit variations. Whether or 
not this is true, it is the constant alert- 
ness and trained eyes of interested 
horticulturists, lay or professional. 
which have increased the available 
supply of such plant material. 

Granted that quite often these 
sports, clones and hybrids are found 
by chance, the fact that their worth 
is recognized and they are introduced 
and propagated to serve a_ useful 
purpose is due to the never-ending 
quest for more and better plants 
which characterizes the earnest ef- 
forts of many outstanding workers in 
the field. Such a man is Bernard H. 
Slavin, now retired superintendent of 
Rochester parks after more than 50 
years of devoted work in the develop- 
ment of a splendid park system, 
famous for its wealth of rare and un- 
usual plants. 


Broadened Park Acquisitions 


Together with co-workers in the 
park department, Mr. Slavin made 
every possible effort to acquire and 
establish as many hybrid 
forms and varieties as were available 
and could be grown in the Rochester 
area and was constantly selecting 
and testing little-known plants that 
gave promise of proving more prac- 
tical for special uses. His tireless 
search for trees and shrubs having 
more desirable characteristics than 
more commonly known and widely 
used sorts resulted in the finding and 
propagation of many new species, 
hybrids and forms which have 
proved of practical value. A few of 
these are here pictured and de- 


scribed.

contemporary collectors, whose work 
took them far afield on the eastern 
continent, and his own work in this 
country enabled him to contribute 
greatly in establishing the well- 
known botanical collections and fine 


landscape plantings for which 
Rochester’s parks are famous. 
Mr. Slavin was one of the first 


arborists to foresee the necessity for 
much revision in the thinking and 
practices of city foresters in their 
choice and use of material for street 
plantings. Almost 50 years ago, he 
was aware of the inevitable, wide- 
spread problems which today annoy 
the homeowner and deplete the city 
forester’s budget. His pioneer work 
in the selection and use of better- 
adapted forms and more compatible 
species (“Better Trees for Future 
Use,” American Nurseryman, No- 
vember 15, 1954) points the way to- 
ward more practical, economical and 
satisfactory use of plant material in 
both public and private plantings. 


Dogwood Desirables 


The native dogwood is one of ow 
most loved and widely used flower- 
ing trees because of its magnificent 
spring bloom and pleasing fall fruit 
and foliage coloring. While one 
should hardly expect more than 
these admirable features in any one 
tree, the woody structure of Cornus 
florida does leave something to be 
desired; the rather loose, irregula

branch formation too often develops 
an asymmetric head, quite out of 
keeping with this splendid little 
tree’s other fine attributes. Mr. 
Slavin’s long search for a form with 
better branching habit was finally 
rewarded when he found a plant, 
among seedlings of C, florida, which 
much different than typical 
young plants; selected and num- 
bered, this tree was set out in Dur-

and-Eastman park. When _ last 
photographed, at about 30 years, 
this specimen had not only retained 
all the good qualities of the parent 
species, but had developed a com- 
pact, round, shrublike head branch- 
ing from the ground. It is an attrac- 
tive plant, far better than the species 
type for use where a more formal 
contour is wanted. 
Flowering Crab Apples 

The flowering crab is another 
much-used small tree, with many 
showy species, hybrids and forms. 
Two excellent plants have been add- 
ed to the list of well-known sorts by 
Mr. Slavin. His fringe-petal crab, 
Malus ioensis fimbriata, is an inter- 
esting, shapely form of the native 
prairie crab; in addition to having 
the petals fringed, the flowers are 
considerably larger and more abun- 
dant than those of the related form, 
M. ioensis plena, Bechtel’s crab. 

Malus Katherine is a_ double- 
fiowered hybrid, selected as a seed- 
ling by Mr. Slavin and named for his 
daughter-in-law. It is distinguished 
by its densely branched, globe-like 
head, forming from the ground, 
a rather unusual growth habit in the 
genus. The buds are deep pink and 
the flowers light pink, fading to 
white when fully opened. The pro- 
lific, fragrant blossoms make this 
form a pleasingly handsome white 
ball, ideal for use as a specimen lawn 
plant. 

Other crabs selected and propa- 
gated by Mr. Slavin to be grown in 
the Rochester parks are M. coro- 
naria nieuwlandiana, which has 
more highly colored flowers than the 
species, and M. sargenti rosea, 
which also differs from the species in 
floral color; instead of white, the 


flowers are bright red in bud and 
deep pink when open. 


Fastigiate Hornbeam 


An American hornbeam of un- 
usual branch structure was found by 
Mr. Slavin in upstate New York, 
growing in the wild. This form of 
Carpinus caroliniana has a_pro- 
nounced fastigiate growth habit, and 
the specimen now in Durand-East- 
man park is about 25 feet high and 
eight feet across at 30-odd years. 
While not recorded in Rehder’s 
arborists’ “bible,” this tree recom- 
mends itself to wide appreciation be- 
cause of its many fine points; its 
symmetric, upright form and aristo- 
cratic appearance would serve ex- 
ceptionally well where a dignified, 
formal type is needed, and the 
species’ well-known freedom from 
damaging natural enemies and wide 
tolerance of growing conditions 
make this form of the blue beech a 
worthy addition to the list of small- 
growing functional trees. 


Dwarf Evergreens 


Dwarf evergreens play an impor- 
tant part in the landscape planters’ 
work, and there are many such 
forms of good species to choose from; 
some are truly dwarfed in habit, 
others merely slower-growing, small- 
er-maturing plants than the species 


type. Two of Slavin’s noteworthy 
selections are excellent examples 
of the true dwarf form and are 


ideal where low-growing evergreens 
that will not outgrow their use- 
fulness are wanted. Taxus cuspidata 
minima is a selected seedling of the 
Japanese yew and so definitely a 
dwarf that the type plant attained 
less than one foot in height and

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Malus Katherine 


With the exception of Asiatic 
flowering cherries, ornamental crab 
apples are perhaps the best known 
and most generally used early-flow- 
ering trees. As with many species 
long in cultivation and much grown, 
many hybrids and forms of the crab 
apple have been selected and propa- 
gated. Among these are plants often 
having some desirable characteristic 
lacking in the parents which merits 
their introduction into the trade. 
Malus Katherine, selected by Ber- 
nard Slavin because of outstanding 
qualities, is such a hybrid. 

Malus Katherine was found in a 
block of seedlings and named by Mr. 
Slavin for his daughter-in-law. While 
quite young, the plant showed prom- 
ise of unusually fine features and was 
marked for observation. Mr. Slavin 
was not disappointed; this find has 
developed into one of the most hand- 
some crabs to be found in the Roch- 
ester parks. The specimen pictured 
on the cover is in Durand-Eastman 
park; it is a densely branched, full- 
headed tree, about 15 feet high and 
as broad. The flowers are deep pink 
in bud, maturing to white, double 
and fragrant. Heavily covered with 
bloom, its symmetric, low-branching 
head gives this excellent hybrid the 
appearance of a fluffy, white cloud.

Fortunately for lovers of fine flow- 
ering ornamental trees, this splendid 
crab is now being propagated for 
commercial distribution. While the 
exact parentage of the attractive 
hybrid is unknown and would be 
difficult to trace positively, it is be- 
lieved to be of Asiatic origin and has 
proved hardy in the Rochester area.

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Tips for Better Landscapes 


Witch Hazels for the Landscape 


The witch hazels are a group of 
deciduous shrubs that have never 
come into their deserved prominence. 
They have been grown more in re- 
cent years by many nurserymen, but 
are not readily accepted by the 
average home gardener. The main 
reason for this is that they do not 
display a profusion of large, color- 
ful flowers at a time when most 
people expect them—in the spring 
during April, May and June—for 
this is when homeowners eagerly 
look for blooms in their gardens. 
Witch hazels, however, are hardy 
shrubs with many interesting and 
favorable characteristics that recom- 
mend them over much better known 
and more widely used woody plants. 

Only four species are available 
and may be obtained from a nurs- 
eryman or collected from a nearby 
stream or woodland edge. Collectible 
species are the common witch hazel, 
Hamamelis virginiana, whose habitat 
is eastern and central United States, 
and the vernal witch hazel, Hama- 
melis vernalis, localized in the central 
states. The Chinese witch hazel, 
Hamamelis mollis, which has proba- 
bly achieved the greatest popularity 
in recent years, and the Japanese 
witch hazel, Hamamelis japonica, 
are two species obtainable only 


through nurseries. There is one va- 
riety of the Japanese witch hazel, red

flavo-purpurascens, which is occa- 
sionally offered for sale. Each species 
has botanical varieties, except the 
Chinese witch hazel, but are usually 
only seen in botanical gardens and 
private plant collections. 


Hardy Plants 


Hardiness is not a factor that must 
be considered seriously because all 
the varieties respond well in areas 
where the temperatures dip well be- 
low zero. Neither do strong winds 
become a menace to poorly located 
witch hazels, except those already in 
a weakened condition because of 
careless transplanting. They are 
plants that also withstand neglect 
and abuse, but like all plants they do 
best in good growing conditions. 

There are few shrubs that grow 
well under a wide variety of soil 
conditions. Whether the soil is that 
of a sparse woodland bordering a 
swamp or one of an open hillside 
devoid of any ready supply of mois- 
ture seems to make no appreciable 
difference to the rugged witch hazels. 
The dusty and smoky atmosphere of 
some city areas causes no real hard- 
ship, either. The reader perhaps is 
beginning to believe that the witch 
hazels are being promoted as the 
perfect plants. They are not, but 
they do have many worthy qualifica- 


tions. 
The flowers are somewhat spidery

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in appearance and are unusual in 
their time of flowering. The yellow 
ribbonlike petals begin to break from 
the flower buds of the common witch 
hazel about October 20 at Farming- 
dale, N. Y., and continue to show 
the odd flowers until approximately 
November 20. This is the only species 
of the group that flowers at nearly 
the same time each year. 
Japanese and Chinese 

There is usually little difference in 
the flowering dates of the Japanese 
and Chinese witch hazels. The 
Chinese flowers about February 20 
to 25 and the Japanese a week later, 
but this date cannot be depended 
upon year after year. Both have a 
pleasing fragrance that could be a 
welcome addition to any home. Flow- 
ering time is an ideal time for prun- 
ing, particularly since the cuttings 
can be enjoyed within the home. 
Flowering time of the vernal witch 
hazel has been unpredictable in some 
years. On one or two occasions it has 
flowered as early as the middle of 
January, but in most cases the small 
fragrant flowers appear during mid- 
February and last for nearly six 
weeks, longer than the flowering 
period of others. The flowers, how- 
ever, are at their best during the 
first three weeks when the petals 
open more on warm days than they 
do on more frigid days. It is amaz-

ing how long the pleasing odor lasts 
and that it wanes only slightly as 
the flowers age. 

The largest and most colorful flow- 
ers of the group are those of the 
Chinese witch hazel, as you may see 
in illustration A where the flower 
measures about an inch and a half 
in diameter. The spidery petals are 
golden yellow and reddish at the 
base, and the inside of the calyx is 
a purplish red. The smaller Japanese 
witch hazel flowers have bright yel- 
low petals and a purple tone to the 
inner part of the sepals. The red 
Japanese witch hazel receives its 
name from the fact that the petals 
are reddish at the base. The inne 
part of the sepals is deep purple. The 
vernal witch hazel has small flowers 
with petals colored dusty yellow with 
orange-red bases. 

Witch Hazel Fruits 

The fruits are similar in all species 
and have little or no ornamental 
value. The 2-valved, pear-shaped 
capsules do have interesting 
characteristics worth mentioning. 
however. One is that the fruits open 
with a small explosion whereby the 
seeds are propelled several feet from 
the plant. There is actually a small 
noise like that of a little firecracker. 
The second point is that the fruits 
from the previous year’s flowers are 
still on the plant as the new flowers 
unfold. This is evident in illustration 
B. 

The flower or reproductive buds 
are quite different in all four species, 
and one can readily identify each if 
he knows what to look for. The Japa- 
nese witch hazel usually produces 
buds in pairs, as may be seen in 
illustration C, and they differ from 


two 


the buds of all the other witch hazels 
in being brown and much darker in 
appearance. Their shape is different, 
being oval, while the other 
three species bear round flower buds. 
All bear the buds on distinct stalks. 
The Chinese witch hazel has tan 
flower buds (see illustration D) that 
often measure as much as a quartet 
of an inch in diameter and are about 
twice the size of the other two round 
flower bud types, vernal and common 
witch hazels. Hamamelis mollis flow- 
er and growth buds have the woolliest 
protective coating of any of the 
group. The bud stalks and young 
stems are also quite woolly. The 
flower buds usually number three to 
a stalk, but may come in 
fours. 

The vernal and common witch ha- 
zels in most cases bear their round 
flower buds three to a stalk and do 
closely resemble each other in size 
and shape. The vernal flower buds 
have a slight orange tint, while the 
common witch hazel flower buds are 
light yellow and sometimes a slightly 
dirty light yellow.

The form and branching habit of 
each are not too different. All have a 
somewhat broad vasclike appearance, 
as may be judged from the winter 
appearance of the Chinese witch 
hazel in illustration E. The vernal is 
often more upright, but this cannot 
be relied upon under varying grow- 
ing conditions. These large shrubs 
can be shaped to a certain degree, but 
in most cases it is better to accept 
their natural shape and prune only 
to eliminate old stems and 
branching, often a common 
rence.

The Chinese witch hazel attains 
the greatest ultimate height. It is 
sometimes listed as growing to 30 
feet, but this is impractical for 
landscape purposes where a height 
of 15 or 18 feet at the most is more 
in keeping. The Japanese is similar 
to the Chinese in this consideration, 
but usually a grower. The 
common witch hazel grows te about 
12 feet, and the vernal is rarely seen 
taller than eight or 10 feet.

excess crab grass is removed; then 
spot seed where needed, fertilize and 
water thoroughly. Mechanical reduc- 
tion in fall periods may be much 
easier than attempting chemical 
burning on the mature crab grass. 

The lawn owner, if interested in 
chemicals, should select a good ma- 
chine for uniform application. Also, 
he should pick out the most impor- 
tant areas and treat those regularly 
until the crab grass is dead. 


Diseases of Lawns 


After the crab grass problem is 
licked the lawn may still not measure 
up to expectations. One reason could 
be the effect of diseases on the grass. 
There are many diseases which attack 
lawn grasses. On five of the most used 
erasses there is a total of 26 serious 
diseases. Five of the most common 
turf diseases are: 

Rust Characterized by small 
raised red pustules over the leaf. The 
has a reddish-yellow appear- 
ance. Shoes and mowers show rust 
spores when grass is walked over. 
Actual damage is little; it is the dis- 
coloration which is objectionable. It 
occurs mainly in late summer and 
fall. 

Curvularia

summer. The grass is killed and turns 
straw color. It causes a spotty ap- 
pearance in the lawn. It is prevalent 
through the summer and may be 
severe as the dead spots develop. 
However, grass recovers over winte 
from new rhizome growth. 
Septoria—Dampness_ favors the 


development of white tips or 44-inch 
sections in the newer leaves, followed 
by dying of uneven areas. The dis- 
ease is usually of short duration. 
Damage seldom occurs, although it 
may kill some areas in late spring. 

Powdery mildew——Is observed in 
late fall, giving a white, shiny cover- 
ing of leaves. The leaf is still green 
when the mildew is scraped off. This 
causes littlke damage and soon dis- 
appears. It occurs in late fall. 

Dollar spot—Causes areas one inch 
in diameter to turn white. The white 
mycelium is observable while dew is 
still on the grass. This does not occur 
often, and the damage is not severe. 
The grass will recover quickly. 

While most of these diseases are 
not too severe, the keeping of a good 
lawn may require the use of fungi- 
cides.

They range from 
those that chew on the roots and 
leaves to those that suck the juices 
from the plant. One of the worst is 
the grub which feeds on the roots 
As it is below the surface, it may 
not be detected until damage has oc- 
curred. One good indication of the 


presence of grubs is the differential 


browning of the lawn after a rain 
following a drought. Look for the 
erubs if this condition occurs. Five 


or more square feet affected means 
trouble. The presence of starlings may 
indicate the presence of grubs. If 
they are found in numbers, chlor- 
dane or lead arsenate can be applied 
to the soil. For best results these two 
should be applied to the soil one 
month before an attack is expected 


Questions and Answers 


Dr. Daniel received questions from 
the floor, the large number again in- 
dicating great interest, some of which 
follow: 

Q. Will emulsified chlordane con- 
trol the sod webworm ? 

A. Yes. Apply as a folian 
every two weeks if there is a 
infestation. Rate of application is one 
to two pounds per acre 

Q. Is chlordane plus oil a_ re- 
liable mixture for crab 
trol? 

A. It will work better on a smooth 
grass in midseason. I hesitate to 
recommend it. 

Q. Is there any herbicide for silvet 
quack grass? 

A. A pocketknife is best. You may 
get some control with a pre-emer- 
gence chemical. 

Q. Will any material prevent crab 
grass germination? 

A. Crag Herbicide 1, Alanap, Ala- 
nap IF, 2,4-D, 2,4,5-T, lead arsenate 
We can get 95 per cent control, but 
not 100 per cent. 

Q. Should lead arsenate be 
dry or wet? 

A. Spraying is best. When used 
dry, it needs about three pounds of 
Milorganite to 1,000 square feet as 
a spreader. 

Q. What is a control for velvet 
erass? 

A. CTEA is exceptionally good on 
the west coast. 

Q. When 
applied? 

A. Usually in the fall: 
my favorite time is in early May. 

Q. How long does it take to kill 
crubs? 

A. Two to 
most of them. 

Q. Can liquid fertilizers be com- 
bined with arsenate when applied ? 

A. Yes. If in doubt about mixtures

ASYMMETRICAL PLANT USE 


Usually the customer desires, and 
I like to sell, symmetrical plants, but 
in some landscape uses, odd or pic- 


turesque shapes are more attractive. 
Everv now and then a customer asks 


for a crooked tree for a certain situa- 
tion, and a wag once said the nurs- 
ery should have a crooked tree de- 
partment. Use of crooked trees, 
however, is definitely limited, and 
they are attractive only in certain 
situations. A grove of crooked trees 
would be as horrible as a herd of 
iron deer. 

In nature, a picturesque wind 


looks beautiful if it is 
authentic and is growing on a rocky 
wind-blown but tree 
would look out of place in a garden. 
Sometimes an irregular tree can be 
attractively featured in a garden if 
it is softened by other types of 
growth. The picturesque really 
looks its best when associated with 
an architectural feature 
garden wall or a garden house or re- 
flected in a pool. Such trees are 
used singly, for I cannot think 
of anything more incongruous than 
a matched pair of crooked trees.

Clump Birch

PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 





Primula Elatior 

There is not a little justification 
for the correspondent who recently 
inquired about the oxlip, or for any 
eardener, for that matter, to become 
confused in the realm of cowslips, 
oxlips and primroses. Even the bota- 
nists have had their moments of con- 
fusion, one judges from the literature, 
having let the natural product of 
the union of the cowslip and _ the 
primrose, where these two occur to- 
gether, confuse the oxlip situation. 
Now everybody seems happy to give 
a crinkly-leaved, tufted plant, pube- 
scent below, with pale vellow flowers 
in a many-flowered umbel in early 
spring, on stems to 10 inches or so 
in height, the right to the name 
Primula elatior. 

It has behaved so poorly in the 
light sandy soil of northern Michigan 
that I long ago gave up trying to 
grow it. An English neighbor who 
brought in clay from a river bank 
miles away has told me repeatedly 
that P. elatior does almost as well 
for him as it did in England, though 
he cannot expect it to bloom here 
on St. Valentine’s day as it did in 
England (this year this section of 
Michigan had more than a foot of 
snow on February 1+). I believe that 
a fairly heavy soil is needed to grow 
the oxlip at its best. Although it has 
shown slight variation in its vellow 
color growing in different areas 
across Europe from England into 
Asia, as far east at least as Persia, it 
has been consistently pale yellow in 
plants grown from seeds in Michigan. 
If a particularly good form should 
show up, it may, of course, be in- 
creased from divisions. 

Primula Wanda 


As I wrote the foregoing note on 
the oxlip, it occurred to me to say a 
good word for the juliae hybrid, 
Wanda. Juliae hybrids come and go 
(a few years ago I knew of a collec- 
tion of more than 30 kinds, and the 
owner said he had only scratched the 
surface), but Wanda keeps on and 
on. There are reasons for that, of 
course, and the principal one could 
well be that it is among the most 
floriferous of its kind. I have grown 
many of the juliae hybrids through 
the years and have yet to find a bet- 
ter performer than Wanda. If you 
have use for a primrose of rich, deep 
violet, you are well-advised, I think, 


when you are told to take a look a 
Wanda. 


Potentilla Verna 


The cinquefoil, Potentilla verna, 
travels over much of Europe and 
western Asia, and as it travels it 
varies considerably, giving rise to not 
a few local forms, one of which, va- 
riety nana, I should like to discuss 
later. Its early flowering season has 
endeared it to country § dwellers 
throughout its wide range, as one can 
learn by inquiry among European- 
born friends about the spring cinque- 
foil. European students of the genus 
remind us that verna is scarcely dis- 
tinguishable from the mountain spe- 
cies, P. alpestris. However, that did 


not apply to any form of either plant 
that I ever including many 
seedlings, because verna never has 
the orange center of the other and 
blooms much earlier, usually 
mencing in May (early May in va- 
riety nana), while alpestris usually 
delays its flowering until midsumme1 
Now let us examine the form known 
in gardens as nana.

mixed with compound medicines that 
mitigate the paine of the eies, and by 
reason of this cold quality, being fresh 
and greene, it helpeth the inflamation 
of fiery heate of the eyes,” to that of 
Theophrastus, who said “That it 
killeth Cattell, Sheep, Oxen and all 
foure-footed beasts, within the com- 
passe of one day,” there is no ques- 
tion among modern gardeners who 
have grown the plants about their 
garden and cut flower value. And 
that estimate may be further in- 
creased when our gardeners become 
acquainted with the fairly new, 
named variety that heads this note. 
It is one of the spring-flowering kinds, 
blooming with the tulips, which it 
supplements with grace and charm, 
its large, daisylike flowers, above a 
tuft of heart-shaped leaves, showing 
off especially well the lavender and 
blue tulips. As an added recom- 
mendation, the doronicum also cuts 
well. Hardy and disease free, it offers 
no difficult cultural problems, doing 
well in most good garden soils, per- 
haps better in clay, but needs mois- 
ture during its growing season. It 
is dormant in July and August; so 
one should make provision for that 
period. 
Erythroniums 

A recent inquiry on Erythronium 
montanum, the avalanche lily, makes 
me think that a general survey of the 
genus might be useful at this time. I 
shall use the names by which I have 
known the plants for close to a half 
century and which are generally 
known to gardeners, letting the bota- 
nists have fun in their cloisters as 
they try to confound us by name 
changes. I notice that they have 
changed my old friend E. hartwegi 
to E. multiscapoideum and, worst 
of all, my copy of “Hortus” does not 
mention E. montanum at all. 

According to my experience when 
I grew all the kinds that I could get 
hold of back in the 30’s all erythro- 
niums, even high mountain forms 
E. grandiflorum and E. montanum 
growing near and above timber line. 
should have some shade when planted 
in eastern gardens. Most kinds are 
essentially woodland plants, and gar- 
den culture will be made easier if 
planters will remember that fact. 
Even the far western kinds that grow 
readily there in open situations are 
used to more moisture than they are 
likely to get in the middle west and 
therefore are better off with some 
shade. In addition to the foregoing, 
they need a well-drained soil that 
contains much leaf mold.

FIRE DAMAGE FACTS 


One of its few honorary members. 
Dr. Willis Wagener, was speaker at 
the April 18 meeting of the Cali- 
fornia Arborists Association. Dr. 
Wagener is a research worker with 
the California forest and range ex- 
periment station, which has its head- 
quarters at Berkeley. His topic, il- 
lustrated with slides, was “Survival 
of Fire-damaged Trees.” 

The history of this research goes 
back, according to Dr. Wagener, to a 
severe forest fire loss in the Plumas 
area of California in 1939. The fire 
swept over an extremely large area, 
came at a time when damage was ab- 
normally great for the amount of 
fire and was in a location where it 
was most desirable to salvage as 
much as possible. It was realized that 
no one could tell, with reasonable as- 
surance of correctness, just which 
trees would survive, and_ there 
seemed to be no good index to follow 
to obtain this information. 

The results of the study carried 
on then and later were summarized 
as follows: 

There is a greater loss from fires 
occurring early in the season, when 
trees have used up food reserves in 
the production of leaves. When the 
erowth rate is low, due to poor grow- 
ing conditions, poor soil or other fac- 
tors which result in a slow plant 
erowth, the fire loss is less than un- 
der conditions of fast, soft tree 
growth. Older trees have a smallet 
chance of recovery than do younget 
trees damaged to the same extent. 
Bud kill is more indicative than 
crown kill, for if the buds are badly 
damaged, the tree has nothing on 
which to build its future growth. 
There is a variation of response in 
species, the ponderosa pine, for ex- 
ample, being better protected than 
the sugar pine. 

Dr. Wagener gave general infor- 
mation on how to make a quick sur- 
vey of a burned-over area to deter- 
mine general survival possibilities, as 
well as to obtain information of 
value to arborists who may be called 
on to determine the survival chanc- 
es of street or home ground trees in- 
jured by fire. Among the findings 
were the facts that a heavy needle 
fall often indicates that the survival 
possibilities are good; heavy cambi- 
um injury on the side away from the 
fire is serious, for it indicates a rath- 
er complete girdling of the cambium; 
bark damage often is misleading, for 
it may have protected the cambium 
while suffering considerable char- 
ring. 

The fire damage itself, according

Strictly on an experimental basis, 
an entirely new concept in the han- 
dling of plant material for an arbore- 
tum is being promoted here. This is 
the growing on of the material in 
metal nursery cans, from which they 
are moved directly to their prospec- 
tive place in the arboretum. Taking 
full advantage of this new method, 
it has been possible to move daphnes, 
cytisus, nyssa and other plants which 
are difficult to get established by the 
conventional method of transplant- 
ing.

Either business con- 
ditions will turn downward or in- 
creasing numbers of new producers 
are going to be attracted to the nurs- 
ery business. Our only hope is that in 
the meantime we can develop a more 
effective and efficient marketing 
mechanism. 


Funds for Research 


Four or five years ago flower pro- 
ducers began feeling the squeeze and 
began paying more attention to re- 
search in market development. I 
cannot take the time to describe all 
the struggles they went through. 
Anyway, they financed early under- 
takings in marketing research in the 
colleges, and only after much effort 
were they able to get appropriations 
of public funds to carry on this work. 
Having started this activity in flori- 
culture, the directors of all experi- 
ment stations in the northeastern 
states have. decided that the same 
thing is desirable for the nursery in- 
dustry. As a result eight states in the 
northeast this year have inaugurated 
research in the marketing of orna- 
mental nursery crops. This year 
something like $30,000 of federal 
and state funds will be used for this 
work in these eight states. In other 
words, the very thing the florists had 
to work so hard to get is more o1 
less being handed to you as an op- 
portunity. 

Whether or not this activity is con- 
tinued in the years ahead is going 
to depend on you. Likewise the kind 
and direction of this research will 
depend on your interests. Frankly, 
I think there is danger that the whole 
effort may be premature. There is no 
question in my own mind that some- 
day you will really be calling for and 
needing this work, but if because of 
apathy it fails now, it is going to be 
doubly hard to develop in the tough 
years that lie ahead. 


Nursery Cooperation 


Your responsibility is going to be 
to work with the research people in 
this area. They, like myself, know 
nothing about the nursery business. 
If they are to do productive work, 
they are going to need your backing, 
your sympathy and, above all, your 
ideas. If they end by working on 
problems which you consider trivial 
or worthless, do not make the mistake 
of blaming anyone but yourself. 

Now, so that we may get on a 
common footing and understand 
each other, I'd like to explain what 
marketing research is. Many of us 
have the idea that it is nothing more 
than the statistical compilation of 
questionnaires concerning how a busi- 
ness operates or of what people say

Marketing Problems 


At the risk of oversimplifying the 
subject, I like to think of marketing 
problems as falling into three main 
areas. The first I call market de- 
velopment. Market development 
deals with the adoption of improved 
selling and merchandising practices 
or the discovery and development ot 
new market uses and outlets. The 
same thing can be done with nurs- 
ery crops, I am sure. 

The second general area is oper- 
ational efficiency. If we cannot de- 
velop and expand our markets, then 
we must search for ways of reducing 
Improved work procedures 
and adaptations of equipment can 
result from making comparative cost 
studies among firms having common 
handling problems. Use is made of 
methods engineering, time and 
motion study and work simplification 
techniques. The principles can_ be 
applied to package development on 
similar problems, as well as work 


costs. 


routines. 

Some of us have the idea that we 
do the job better than anyone else 
and that there is no advantage to 
exchanging ideas with others. We 
like to think that we have trade 
secrets that are so precious we must 
keep them hidden. We are simply 
fooling ourselves. All too often we are 
harboring nothing but a highly in- 
efficient, uneffective practice, in 
spite of our beliefs. Let us never for- 
get that other people have ideas and 
that any method, procedure or device 
can be made more effective, I have 
made many methods engineering 
studies and have seen hundreds of 
examples. In fact it is an interesting 
phenomenon that, once these arti- 
ficial barriers are broken down, prog- 
ress in cost reduction really begins to 
take place, and it is almost invari- 
ably the firm that had the most 
effective practices to start with that 
makes the greatest improvements as 
a result of such research

The third area of marketing deals 
with improved market information. 
This is the dullest and most unin- 
teresting of the three areas, but can 
be of much value to your industry.

The 
same is true of many homes that are 
not on lots with 50-foot frontage 
Shade, full sunlight, variety of soil 
types, soil acidity and alkalinity, lack 
or abundance of soil moisture and 
windy areas do not have to be seri- 
ously considered before planning to 
use witch hazels. 

The witch hazels can be used where 
multiple-stemmed being 
considered, since they, too, add sta- 
bility to plantings because of then 
sturdy bases. The development of a

It may be well to plant witch hazels 
near windows that are used most dur- 
ing the winter months, or where they 
may be easily seen from such win- 
dows. They can add a little winter 
spark to many plantings. 

The corners of many buildings are 
good places to put these plants of 
large leaves and informal habits, and 
they can also be important parts of 
the shrub border that needs ad- 
ditional height. Witch hazels are 
suitable for woodland areas, stream 
banks, shaded walks, city gardens 
and even for planting near a tool 
house. Of course, witch hazels do fill 
in that gap in a flowering sequence 
for which other 
do not qualify.

The witch hazels are compatible 
with many shrubs and trees, but 
they combine better with some than 
others, for landscape and aesthetic 
reasons.

Plant Names in Trade Lists

Plant names have ever been trou- 
blesome.

of clones (plants propagated vegeta- 
tively) are in even greater confusion. 
Clonal offerings are rapidly increas- 
ing yearly, so that the confusion in 
nomenclature gets worse instead of 
better. 

According to the international 
rules of botanical nomenclature, no 
plant can have a valid name unless 
it has been accurately described in 
a proper publication and_ given 
there a Latin name setting forth 
genus, species and variety, if it is a 
variety. This is seldom done satis- 
factorily except by a trained bota- 
nist. Few clonal names have ever 
met these requirements. Abstractly, 
a clone should not be dignified with 
a separate Latin name. Being propa- 
gated by cuttings, grafts or layers, 
only one plant is involved, not a 
genus, species or variety. A clone’s 
name should, therefore, be “a noun 
appended to the botanical or ver- 
nacular group name of the plant in 
question.” (Rehder, “Bibliography 
of the Cultivated Plants,” page XI. 
For example, Juniperus scopulorum 
Hill Silver. 

Juniper Example 

The ubiquitous and useful Pfitzer 
juniper should, therefore, have been 
named Juniperus chinensis Pfitzer. 
It not only is propagated vegeta- 
tively, but it can be propagated no 
other way. Most junipers have male 
flowers on one plant and femal 
flowers on another. The original 
Pfitzer was a male plant. It can, 
therefore, never be grown from seeds 
Furthermore, it probably originated 
as a sport in a nursery, not as a wild 
mutation. But the name Juniperus 
chinensis pfitzeriana has been ac- 
cepted since 1889, and the persist- 
ence of botanists is that the 
more appropriate noun name _ will 
probably never be employed in scien- 
tific texts.

Errors Continue 

Experience is said to be the best 
teacher, but in this case the teacher 
appears to be falling down on the 
job. For the planting mistakes of 
half a century ago are still being 
made in many In new sub- 
divisions with conventionally narrow 
parkways. large-growing trees are 
still being planted, often two trees 
to a 50-foot lot. I have been informed 
that in one city it is planned to plant 
elms and maples along a street with 
a parkway strip only 19 inches in 
width.

Taxus Media Hicksi 


The name of a great plantsman 
Henry Hicks, Westbury, Long Island, 
N. Y., will be perpetuated for many 
vears by a vew discovered in_ his 
nursery. That vew is Taxus media 
hicksi. Back in 1920, I was fortunate 
in being associated with Hicks Nurs- 
eries, Inc., for a short time and I be- 
came acquainted with Henry Hicks 
and also the present president, Ed- 
win H. Costich, both men being plant 
experts. I realized how valuable any 
catalog coming from such a combi- 
nation of talent could mean to me in 
later years, so I collected several 
Hicks’ catalogs and had them bound 
for my library. The other day, afte 
I had written an article on the Hicks 
vew, I decided to see if I could do a 
little detective work and find out 
when this yew was first cataloged by 
Hicks’. My search was fruitful, as the 
following paragraph will indicate 

Home Landscape, 1924, is the titk 
of the handsome, 80-page catalog 
put out by the Hicks Nurseries, Inc., 
the first catalog in which is listed 
and illustrated Hicks’ Japanese yew 
Taxus media hicksi). The catalog 
states, “A new variety destined to be 
popular for its interrogation point 
form, dark color and hardiness. We 
discovered it among thousands of 
seedlings of an old plant in Chas. A 
Dana Arboretum, Glen Cove, Long 
Island, which is now thirty feet wide 
and almost as high.” This catalog 
priced plants | to 14% feet at $5 each. 
Another statement (in fine print) in 
the same catalog says, “Taxus cus- 
pidata hicksi which was raised from 
the seed we collected twenty years 
ago.” and on the page, Mi 
Hicks refers to Taxus media hicksi 
and then to Taxus cuspidata hicksi

Taxus Hedges 


As most landscape architects and 
nurserymen know, Taxus _hicksi 
makes an excellent hedge that re- 
quires little trimming. I have planted 
quite a few hicksi hedges myself 
and I have also measured the plants 
in some of these hedges. The Kallay 
hicksi hedge on East Madison avenue. 
Painesville, O., which I 
August 12, 1955, I found was 45 
inches high and 42 inches wide 
the top; the plants, evidently small 
when set out, 10 to 12 inches 
apart in a single row. This hedge has 
attracted attention for many vears

Pittsburgh, is 48 inches high and 33 
inches wide, and the plants, planted 
when 18 to 24 inches tall, are on 25- 
inch centers. The trench was dug 
22 inches deep and 34 inches wide. 
In the case of the Crawford hicksi 
hedge, transplants were set on 12- 
inch centers. In the fall of 1953 I 
planted some hicksi that was over 
24 inches high and skinny; I set the 
plants on 14-inch centers. 

Generally when I plant 24 to 30- 
inch hicksi that is full, having been 
trimmed often in the nursery, I set 
plants on 19 to 21-inch centers. I 
always want a small space between 
plants and let the plants close in 
themselves. In Taxus hicksi, the 
height means little to a buyer unless 
he knows how heavy—bushy—the 


plant is. Size of the ball is an im- 
portant factor. A large ball is al- 
ways worth 50 cents more per plant 
A yew does not have too many roots 
at best, so that a larger ball helps a 
lot in checking the shock of trans- 
planting. 

In planting, make sure that the 
wide side of the plant is parallel to 
the length line of the hedge. See that 
plants with long shanks are set a 
little deeper than they were in the 
nursery. Never prune the tops until 
you are through planting; then even 
them off. After I have a plant fully 
set and before I cut the burlap (I 
do not take it off) and turn it down, 
I fertilize the yew. This is the last 
time to get the plant food down 
where it will do the most good. If I 


have good fresh cow manure on hand, 
I use that instead of a commercial 
plant food. The customer should be 
told to give the tops of the yews a 
quick shower in dry spells the first 
year after transplanting. This could 
be done every night in hot, dry 
weather. The ground itself should be 
soaked twice a week unless the 
weather is cool. 

In Ohio and western Pennsylvania. 
Taxus hicksi is a standard item and 
is grown in large quantities. It rates 
tops with me for more reasons than 
one. In trucking, for instance, one 
can really load a truck so there is no 
waste space. However, there are other 
good upright types, such as hatfieldi, 
which is heavier than hicksi: Moon’s

Dirty Trees 

Five of our dirtiest ornamental 
trees—they thrive here in Pittsburgh 

are: 

Plantanus acerifolium 
London plane tree, incorrectly called 
Oriental plane, drops small branches 
week of the

vear. Either wind ‘or snow breaks 
off these dead branches. The tree 
sheds its bark once a vear—on the 


hottest day of the summer—and the 
bark has to be picked up. The but- 
ton balls fall in March and 
create dirt 

Ulmus pumila, Chinese elm, con- 
tinually drops small, delicate twigs, 
which must be raked up. An unusual 
point in favor of this tree has been 
eiven by a bird enthusiast, who says 
orioles build their nests in this tree.

Liquidambar _ styraciflua, swect 
gum, is no doubt the least dirty of 
the five trees. I had always considered 
it an excellent tree until one of my 
customers reported it was a dirty 
tree, her chief complaint being about 
the numerous seed pods. 

Salix salamoni (sepulcralis), Solo- 
mon weeping willow, may be all right 
in the country or on a slope which 
is not kept raked and clean, but on 
a city lawn, it is a tree whose ever- 
falling twigs, branches and leaves 
make it an unfortunate choice. Its 
rapid growth makes it a tree for quick 
shade, and possibly one can overlook 
its being dirty if one has no other 
tree under which to sit on a hot sum- 
mer day. 

Aesculus hippocastanum, _ horse 
chestnut, is the fifth on the list. About 
ago many horse chestnut 
trees were planted in the Pittsburgh 
district, evidently for the attractive 
flowers: however, it is the horse chest- 
nut that makes this tree most unde- 
sirable. Children gravitate to the 
trees in the fall so that they can 
gather horse chestnuts. The children 
throw stones and other objects into 
the trees in order to dislodge the 
horse chestnuts. If a horse chestnut 
tree has the leaf blotch, one should 
be sure to burn all the leaves. 

One should not only list the dirty 
trees but should also recommend the 
good trees. We recommend English 
elm, pin oak, small-leaved European

ROSE SEED GERMINATION 


Although it is now known that a 
cold but not freezing location in the 
fall, followed by warmer greenhouse 
conditions after germination starts, 
will greatly speed up the germina- 
tion of rose seeds, little published 
work exists on the effect of various 
germination media. Roy E. Sheperd, 
Medina, O., presents his results with 

8 different media in the 1954 Year- 
book of the American Rose Society 

Rosa multiflora seeds selected from 
a single isolated bush were used in 
the tests, and it was presumed that 
these seed lots were therefore uni- 
form. Twenty seeds were planted in 
each of 18 plots, in flats. 

Flats were kept at 45 degrees 
Fahrenheit until the first seedlings 
appeared 22 days after planting and 
were then moved to the greenhouse 
Lack of food in some of the media 
soon became apparent, but no fer- 
tilizer was applied to any of the treat- 
ments. The media and results were 
as follows: 

l One-vear-old coarse beech 
sawdust; germination 60 per cent; 
quality poor; required frequent wa- 
ter ing: seedlings removed easily with- 
out injury to roots. 

2) Finely ground Canadian peat 
moss: the first to germinate: final 
germination 90 per cent: quality 
eood: retains moisture: seedlings re- 
moved easily. 

} Sterilized clay loam soil: ger- 
mination slow; but seedlings sturdy 
and vigorous; germination 55 pet 
cent: moderate moisture retention: 
some injury to roots in transplanting 

| Equal portions, by volume, 
of soil and peat moss; results com- 
parable to No. 3, but easier to trans- 
plant. 

5 Equal portions, by volume, 
of sand and peat moss; considerable 
range in vigor, but most of the 16 
that germinated were acceptable: 
moderate moisture retention: remov- 
al easy. 

6 Equal portions, by volume. 
of sawdust and peat moss; germina- 
tion 50 per cent; quality poor; th 
most unsatisfactory of all. 

7 Equal portions, by volume, 
of sand and sawdust: somewhat bet- 
ter quality than No. 6, but not great- 
ly superior; germination 50 per cent

Thus, 
at this time of the year, intermittent 
mist was much better than constant 
mist. For best results, rooting should 
be done outdoors, but satisfactory 
results can be obtained indoors. No 
hormones were used in the August 
propagation, and rooting percent- 
ages might have been increased by 
their use. 

It was pointed out that the time 
required for rooting at the later 
propagation was increased. This is 
reported as typical of softwood shrub 
cuttings where early summer cut- 
tings are recommended. C. 


FIRE BLIGHT CONTROL 


Control of fire blight of Forelle 
pears with antibiotics at Hood River, 
Ore., was reported by Jess R. Kien- 
holz, of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in the Plant 
Disease Reporter, Volume 39, No. 3. 

In this test 60 trees of the Forelle 
pear variety were used. The plots 
were arranged in six replicates of 
paired trees, which received the fol- 
lowing treatments: (1) Check plot 
received no blight sprays; (2) zineb, 
2 pounds to 100 gallons of water; 
3) a mixture of streptomycin at 100 
parts per million and terramycin at 
10 ppm; (4) a soluble form of strep- 
tomycin sulphate at 100 ppm, and 
5) streptomycin nitrate at 100 ppm. 

The orchard owner was also fur- 
nished enough material of a rela- 
tively insoluble form of streptomy- 
cin sulphate to spray 70 trees four 
times. 

The test plots were sprayed five 
times. The first application was made 
April 23 when the trees were in 
about 80 per cent full bloom and 
continued at approximately 10-day 
intervals until June 11. A hand gun 
was used at a pump pressure of 500 
pounds per square inch from a small 
portable spray rig. 

In contrast to Bartlett pears, in 
which most of the infections occur 
through blossoms, infections com- 
monly occur in Forelle pears directly 
through young leaves and tender 
twig tips. The infections on Forelle 
usually do not heal at the joints 
on lateral branches, which is com- 
mon in Bartlett, and unless infec- 
tions are promptly and carefully 
eliminated the whole tree may be- 
come involved. 

The first blight infection was dis- 
covered in the test plots on May 25. 
New infections were cut out of the 
trees 12 times between June 2 and 
September 14. Average numbers of 
blight infections per tree for the

BROWN PATCH CONTROL 


A small-scale but well-controlled 
experiment by M. C. Shurtleff of 
the Rhode Island agricultural experi- 
ment station, Kingston, gave some 
promising leads on chemical treat- 
ments for turf brown patch con- 
trol. The work as_ reported in 
Phytopathology, volume 45, No. 3. 

Four grasses, Astoria colonial bent, 
seaside creeping bent, Kentucky 
bluegrass and creeping red fescue, 
were grown in soil in quadrants with- 
in the same 4-inch pot. Fifty milli- 
liters of each of 38 chemical solu- 
tions were poured on each of 10 
consecutive days on the soil surface 
of four replicated pots, starting when 
seedlings were % to 34 inch tall 
The day after the final treatment, 
the foliage was sprayed with a ground 
mycelial suspension of Rhizoctonia 
solani, the causal fungus of brown 
patch. Pots were incubated in a satu- 
rated atmosphere of 75 to 85 degrees 
Fahrenheit for 48 hours, and disease 
readings were made two days later 

Dichlone and 8-hydroxyquinoline

EASTERN LILAC FESTIVAL 

Unseasonable weather greatly 
hampered planning for the annual 
lilac time festival at Rochester, 
N. Y. Cold weather retarded the 
opening of the flower buds, but it 
was nevertheless anticipated that the 
blooms would be at the height of 
their beauty approximately the third 
week in May, the usual period of the 
festival. 

All the festival events this year will 
be given in the Highland park bowl, 
where for the past three years the 
“Opera under the Stars” was held.
